NEW YORK RACES—FASHION COURSE. 
FOURTH DAY. 

Thursday, the 4th inst., was the last day of our fall races. 
ing dawned brightly, and everything indicated a bright and glorious 
wind-up to the sport, as far as company and clear weather was concern- 
ed. Unfortunately, however, about 11 o’clock, dark and threatening 
clouds began to obscure day’s glorious luminary, and filled the minds of 
pleasure seekers with more or less doubt until it became too late to reach 
the course in time for the race. Rain fell once or twice before the race, 
but scarcely long enough to allow an umbrella to be raised, and a few 
drops fell during the ruoning of the second heat, but nearly every one 
had time to reach home before sufficient rain fell to do more than ‘“‘lay 
the dust.’’ 

The race was for a purse of $700, three mile heats, for which Oyster- 
man, Nicholas, and Muddy Coon, were entered. It was fixed to com- 
mence at a quarter past two o'clock, but an hour or more before that 
time a goodly number of gentlemen were collected there, each anxious 
to invest a little money on Oysterman, but as none seemed inclined to 
give 100 to 20, and few if any willing to take less, but little money was 
laid out. At 2 o'clock the visitors arrived pretty rapidly, and in twenty 
minutes thereafter the stands presented a lively appearance, a few ladies 
being present to add lustre and dignity to the sport. 

Nicholas first made bis appearance, and Oysterman next, Muddy Coon 
having been withdrawn. The odds were 100 to 40 on Oysterman, at it 
was feared the gelding’s near fore leg would not stand for six miles. 
They got off with a good start, Nicholas bsing on the outside and about 
a length ahead, which Oysterman reduced to half a length at the turn, 
and kept their relative positions to the third quarter. Making the lower 
turn Nicholas opened a gap of a length, but at every stride Oysterman 
closed on him, and they passed the stand dead locked. Making the 
turn to the quarter Nicholas again drew out a length ahead, at the half 
they were lapped, at the third quarter Oysterman was a length behind, 
and on entering the stretch he again made arush at Nick, and they 
paseed the stand neck and neck, amid the cheers of the excited specta- 
tors. From the entrance into the homestretch to the stand the most 
breathless silence was maintained ; nothing was heard but the soul-stir- 
ring clatter of the feet of the noble animals as they rushed toward the 
stand—Nicholas in the lead, going with true, easy, measured stride, 
Oysterman laboring somewhat, but still gaining upon his gallant oppo- 
nent, until they pass the Judges’ stand as above described. Nicholas 
again gains a length in the turn, which he increases to two lengths at 
the quarter, when Oysterman again goes up, and closes the gap. At the 








they enter the homestretch on the last mile it is closed again. 
excitement is intense. The ladies clap their hands, and the children 
shout with joy, as, under whip and spur, the horses rush by them, Ni- 
cholas winning by a length, in 5:50. 

Although the odds vow changed, there was very little betting, as few 
expected Nick’s legs would stand another such heat. The horses sweat- 
ed freely and cooled out nicely, before they were called up for the

at the turn. At the quarter Oysterman began to close the gap, wa3 ouly 
half a length from his opponent at the half mile post, lapped him a few 
strides after passing it, and ran thus to the lower turn. Coming up the

MANCHESTES, SatuRDAY, 94g P. M., Sept. 22, 1860. 

Dear ‘‘Spirit’’--I have been to the races to-day, and enclose you my 
‘*Swindell’s authorized card,’’ which, having paid threepence therefor, I 
take to mean, being interpreted, an authorized swindle. I bave been very 
careful in marking off the horses according to their performances, as I 
take it that through me,,only, will you get a report of this day’s meet- 
ing, as the steamer, which will convey this scrawl, has already sailed 
from Liverpool some siz or seven hours since, and there will be no printed 
report here 'till Monday. 

I kave no time to refer particularly to any incidents occurring on the 
course, not given practically on the racing card; and, in fact, were it 
otherwise, | should not have much tosay. The attendance, however, 
was very large to-day (by far more so than yesterday), but yet noth- 
ing approximating, as I am told, to what it reaches in the Spring Meet- 
ings.

Although the Manchester Autumn Meeting will not bear comparison with the 
great Whitsuntide carnival, held on Castle Irwell, still, to the lover of quiet rac- 
ing, the Autumn gathering is always of an enjoyable character. On this occa- 
sion, the fields competing for the various stakes were by no means insignificant, 
and, as the “‘sinews of war’ were forthcoming to the tune of nearly £600, the 

| patronage extended to the management was well deserved. In weather of the 
| most beautiful description the sports commenced, the first item on the card be- 
|ing the City Handicap Plate. The betting thereon was tolerably active—Star- 
| beck, Libellous, and Weasel, being each supported by their respective parti- 
|gans. Starbeck, however, threw his rider previous to the start, and also in the 
| race, and the finish was left with Libellous and Maia of Lyme, the former win- 
jning cleverly by three-quarters of a length. For the Chesterfield Handicap

‘ahead. The Traflord Handicap, which attracted the largest field of the after- 
noon, was a remarkably easy affair for Emblem, who, ‘‘turned loose,’’ won from 
end to end.

Monday morning to take my way to the Fair grounds, and, with the 


week at my disposal to so collocate myself as I might see fit, I deter- 
mived to take the matter thoroughly in hand and see the performances, 
and to test and taste the every fount of pleasure and instruction which 
flourished under the auspices of the St. Louis Agricultural and Mechani- 
cal Association, to probe them to their depth. I madeup my mind that 
an ordinary passing glance was not the thing, and with these various re- 
solutions revolved in mind I stepped into the cac at the apgle of Fourth- 
street and Franklin-avenue, Monday morning, at about 8.40, with a 
half dozen of Geggi’s ‘‘Perfections’’ in my vest pocket, and a little note 
book and sharpened pencil in my coat pocket. There was not the usual 
jam at tbe cars, but I was not surprised. It seemed for the last week as 
though after all there would not be such a vast number of people bere 
to visit the exbibition ;—tbhe impression to that effect was held by many 
who endeavored to argue their points with the ‘‘hard times,’’ ‘‘other 
big Fairs so near,’’ and similar obstacles for ballast matter, if I may 
use the term. Moreover, Monday is always a dull day here where so 
much of every department of trade depends upon the country and the 
country people.

Dear ‘‘Spirit.’’—The old bar-room of t Authony House, at Little 
Rock, Arkansas, is perhaps as well known to the travelling portion of 
the people of the South and South-west, as Bunker Hill Monument to 
Northerners. It was , until it was torn down some three months since, 
to give place to a handsome three story, on its site—the oldest brick 
building in the place. Here, in ‘‘old times,’’ wore wont to congregate 
all classes of persons, from the fathers of the city down to the b'hoys of 
the town; and all subjects, from affairs of state dewn to the state of 
affairs, were discussed. In summer, the cool breeze of the ‘‘alley,’’ or 
in winter the rousing log fire, after business hours were over, was sure to 
bring togeth er a crowd of clever fellows for amusemeat or refreshment, 
and ripe for every species of fun. Among these, stood prominent as 
leaders, Fran k S., and Dr. L.—both now passed away. Many are the 
stocies told of their pranks, and pleasant the recollections concerning 
the men.

1 DOG AND GUN.

The generous indulgence in field eports is not inimical to the rigid 
performance of either public duties or the obligations of private life ; 
nor is a free participation in pleasure and excitement with hound and 
gun incompatible with the highest offices in the State, any more than it 
is derogatory to the exercise of what is proper and just ia domestic con- 
cerns. And it is yet to be proved that vigor of frame is unallied to 
vigor of intellect. It is also erroneous to supposs that the quiet and 
easy lover of the double-gan, though bent upon the accomplisument of 
one purpose, is an inattentive observer of the several objects and scenes 
by which he is surrounded. Nor, too, is it correct to suppose that he 
possesses perfectly blunt feelings as to the infliction of what is termed 
painful suffering and intense cruelty, so far as filling bis bag is concern- 
ed ; he is neither the one nor the other. 

Leaving hia pleasant residence, accompanied by his favorite springer, 
water-dog, or retriever, aud soaping his course dowa tne elope of that 
portion ot the park on the western side, waose margin is fringed with a 
long range of plantations, curving hither and hither, and embracing 
every desciiption of tree and shrub, judiciously planted by the band of 
skill and taste, his mind is as rereue and bright as a summer lake; and 
while he feels the glow of health upon his check and elusticity aud vi- 
gor in his whole frame, his spirits are animated with those generous 
emoiions which are almost unknown to the dwellers of crowded cities 
and manufacturing towns. ‘Lhough he proceeds aloue, he cherishes no 
selfich thoughts or feelings. Noris he averse, when opportunity serves, 
to that pleasant companionship which, abounding with harmony and 
sociality, is calculated to increase the enjoyment ug well as to awaken a 
spirit of emulation ; ensuring, at the sume time, more alertuess, quick- 
ening the eve, sharpening the ear, and also causing more pre ision of 
aim. But, alone, he is not eolitary, nor morose, nor moping ; and al- 
though he may take all matters with peculiar ease and quictoess, he is 
not insensible to anything whatever, any more than he is unconscious 
of the many duties and obligations apart from any of the spoits of the 
field, which are inseparable from his own position in suciety. 

That serene spirit, though seemingly dull to an indifferent observer, is 
capable of adjurting itself to all circumstances, whether injurious or joy- 
ous, and possesses more capabilities and powers than may be generally 
imagined. Ranging ficely over his own grounds, there is no object, 
however small, of which be is not observant—no scene, however insig-

rectory-house: in these he finds a source ot pleasure and enjoyment 
which is who!ly unkaowoa t» the greed of the pot-hunter, who, bent on 
the accomplishmeut of one object—filling his bag—deprives bimself of 
thece sources of gratification which are spread around with a liberal 
hand to augment the awount of human enjoyment. 

With this pleasant picture he may, perhaps, associate the thoughts of 
wild-fowl, ducks, teal, and widgeon in one inetance, and of the heron and 
water-hen in another ; besides all descriptions of game which find their 
homes in those portions of the large space embraced within his view 
which are suited to their habite. While, however, he shuns the too 
gicat propensity of indiscriminate slaughter, he pays little or no atten- 
tion to thuse remarks which have emanated frora the pen of some wri- 
ters in praise of the true lover of field sports. He smiles at the observa- 
tions of the author of ‘*The Rifle and the Hound in Ceylon’’ —that ‘real 
sportemen are tender-bearted men, whosbun cruelty toan animal, andare 
easily moved by a tale of distress ;’’ and they are distinguished for a “love 
of nature and of noble scenery !’’ because he is invariably actuated by 
those generous impulees which, springing spontaneously from the kind- 
liest motives, require neither praiss nor encomiam ; while he holds blame 
at defiance, oc bencath his attention. He» has other duties to perform 
besides participation in the pleasures of the gun—other obligations to 
perform extraneous from the hound or horse. He has also other temples 
besiles the clouds, aud other altars besides the hills. 

Knowing that he is performing no extraordinary act, but merely im-

‘Tasso was induced to settle here by 
one of the Princesses of Urbino, and the dwelling is still pointed out 
where he is suid to have composed his ‘‘Amadis.”” In modern times 
this vity has given birth to Rossina. ‘The fortress of ‘essaro, which is 
stated to be of some strength, was commence | in the fifteenta century. 
The town itseif is surrounded by walls aud bastions. Pesaro has a po- 
pulation of 13,000 or 14,000, sume old churches containing several good 
works of art, andatine public library rich in topographical history. 
Pesaro was long celebrated for its manufacture of pottery, and its figs 
have becn immortalised by Tasso. ; 

Urbino, which Genert] Cialdiui has entered, is situated about twenty 
three miles to the south-west of Pesaro, on a detached hill, and in the 
midst of a bleak and mountaneous region. It is also of very ancient 
date, being the Urbinum Hor‘ense of Pliny. Even more than Pesaro it 
is celebrated as the home cf Italian literature and art during the fif- 
teenth aud sixteenth centuries ; and, as a State, Urbino then exercised an 
extensive influence on Italian politics. But, most of all, Urbino is fa- 
mous as the birth-place of Raphacl, whose house is stil! to be seen by 
the traveller. The city isrich in architectural! monuments aud paint- 
ings, but of the latter there are none by liapbael’s hand. Urbino is for- 
titied and has a popniation of about 8,000. 

Funo, Sinigallia, and Ancona, where a state of siege has been proclaimed, 
are all forts on the Adriatic The ficst, which has already been taken 
by the Sardinians, has a fine situation in a rich plain, and in the mi Ist 
of beautiful scenery, avout ten miles to the souta of Pesaro. Tne aa- 
cient name of the city was Fanum Fortune, the name being kept in re- 
membrance by a statue of Foctuve in the middie of the public feuntain 
With the exception of a triumphal arch in honor of Aagustus, little re 
mains in Fano to attest its early wagniticeocs. It has, however, nume- 
rous fine churthes, contaiviog excellent works of art. It is well vuilf, 
is surrounded by walls, and has a population of 9,000. Its port, one of 
considerable importance, has been allowed to silt up. Fano was the 
birthptace of Clemont ViIl., and bere, in 1514, the first printing-press 
in Europe, wita Arabic types, was established. 

From Fano, Sinisallia is reached by a southward drive of sixteen miles 
aloug the coast. This town, which bas a population of 12,000, is situa 
ted at the mouth of the Mise, and has a convenient port for coasting and 
fishing vers+'s. Sinigallia isa place of ancient date. In the wars ol 
Marius and Sylla it was destroyed by Pompey, and it suffered 60 much 
during the M ddie Ages that the existing city may be almost said to 
have been wholly built since that time. It was here that the infamous 
Cwsar Borgia massacred, in 1502-3, the four chiefs of tbe Condottieri— 
Vitellozzo Vitelli, Oliveratto, Francesco, and Paolo Orsini. Sinigallia 
was the birth-place of the celebrated singer Madame Catalani, and of the 
present Pope. The great feature of Sinigallia at the preseat day, how- 


ever, is its fair of St. Mary Magdalen, instituted more than 600 years 
ago, and still retaining immunity from customs and tribute. ‘the fait 
extends over twenty days, from July 20th to August 8th. antes

_ From Sinigailia to Ancona, still southward, is tifteen miles. 
is the chief vaval station of the Papal States, and as such bas displayed 
a considerable part in recent Italian history. Ancona is suppose ied 
owe its origin either to a Daric colony or to the Syracusans forced to flee 
from the cruelty aud oppression of Dionysiue. It occupies a splendid st- 
tuation in the slopes in front of the Adriatic, between the promontories 
of Monte Ciriaco and Monte Comero, or Guasco. Ancona was 4 port o 
great importance in Roman times.

Trojan effected great improvements upon it, and the mole which he built 
is still ia perfect preservation. Upon the mole is the triumphal arch 
erected in honor of Trojan, A. D. 112, which is universally admitted to 
be the finest monumental arch in existence.

ua was plundered by the Lombards, and was subsequently sacked by the 
Saracens. Afterwards becoming a free city, it had in the twei!th meen

We never saw 
the territory of the old Saxon De Fossard—of Tostig, son of Godwin—of 
Robert Karl of Mortaigne—of the Malolieus, ot Mauleys—and, finally, 
of the Corporation of Doncaster, so brilliant as in that year when the fa- 
mous Duchess of St. Albans beld a little court on the sunny side of the 
street, where Norman and Saxon rendered homage to that queen for an 
4 hour, ere all, moving oft tothe races, were encountered by dozens of 
tract distributors, solemning pronouncing that the road to the course 
was the route to Hades, and something beyond. 

Far be it from us to discuss how Lord Cieveland’s Voltaire lost the 
Leger and won the ‘‘Coop,”’ or how Mr. C. Horncastle played Figaro, 
and Mr. Lehman Rede Charles the I'welfth, at the theatre. Let us ra- 
ther show that the great meeting of 1829 was productive of good results, 
foreign to the races themselves, but a natural consequence of them. It 
Was among the young beauties and baudsome lords and squires, whose 
numbers rendered that especial assembling a thing to bs remembered as 
a dazzling dream, that first sprang up the idea of that famous ‘‘Charity 
Bazaar,’’ for the benetis of the County Hospital, which was subsequently 
held at York. At tuais bazaar the chief Yorkshire beauties presided, and 
their presence wrung poetry, good, bad, and indifferent, out of the 
hearts and inkstands of balf the heirs-apparent to Yorkshire es'ates, and 
others. Of all the rhymers, however, two only may be said to have 
knitted rhymes which weli deserved to live. Tuese were leisurely made 
impromptus, the authors of which were Lord Mulgrave (the presegt Mar - 
quis of Normanby) and a youthful scion of a noble house, flaxen- haired, 
light-eyed, clear skianed, and with a reputation from college which 
made the winners of cups, by horses or greybounds, afraid of him—so 
much more glorious were the prizes he bad carried off in University con- 
tests where there was a cudgelling of brains. This last young poet, and 
then budding statesman, was Lord Morpeth, now Harl of Carlisle and 
Lord Lieutenant of Ireland. 

We have alluded to the more exalted visitors who were to be habitu- 
ally seen on Doncaster course ; but the truth is that the more ec -entric 
characters were amoag the visitors of a lower grade. Some of these ec- 
centric personages, however, contrived to get hanged. Such was the

THE GREAT BOAT RACK ON THE THAMES 
Hor the Championship and Four Hundred Pounds, 

The long talked of boat-race, the general theme of conversation and 
speculation for some time past, and rentered the more interesting from 
the antazouism of the North aud South, camo off on the 28th ut., aad 
added one laurel more to the well-adorned brow of Chambers, aftera 
struggle which, though short-lived, reflected as much credit upon the 
vanquished as upon the victorious candidate for aquatic fame. For the 
first time since rowing bas been cultivated as a science, aud proper in- 
centive given to its encouragement, the denizens of London found in 
last September that they had a non-resident champion of the Thames io 
the person of Robert Chambers, of Neweastle-upon-Tyaoe ; he won that 
proud distinction from Henry Kolly, of Fulham, whom he defeated with 
greater ease than even his friends had speculated upou, but he had ex- 
hibited great prowess in the various aquatic meetings of the North— 
had shown that he was as perfect an oarsman as he was a scaller—a 
somewhat unusual thing ina rowing mau ; and was competent to enter 
the lists for the enviable position of head of the London river. His 
merits were unknown and unappreciated as a rowing maa until the Roy- 
al ‘Thames National Regatta of 1857, when he won the champion prize 
for that order of rowing, beating some very good men in the race, and 
step by step after that he ascended the pinnacie ot greatness in bis line, 
until he was the undisputed champion of both I'aames and Tyne. ‘The 
most extraordinary circumstance in relation to Chambers’ greatnes’ as a 
rowing man is, that he was not brought up as a waterman, but was, 
until a few years ago, employed asa mixer of metelain the North. He 
is a very finely framed man, now in his thirtieth year, and, apart from 
his power, has reached a perfection of style not acquired by one in a 
thousand who ply their calling upon our various rivers. ‘The present 
candidate tor the championship was Thomas White of Bermondsey, who 
has not done near so much as his North country antagonist, but has 
done what fell to his lot well. A victory over Finnis, of the Tower,

ponent, hus successfully coutended in four-vared champion races at

new moon, 0.125; the day after fall moon, 9 143: the day after new 
moon, 0.148. The influence of the moon upon the number of days of 
rain and the quantity of water which falls, the professor regards a3 ne- 
With reference to the barometer, he states that, of the 2,630 
changes of weather, the barometer prophesied 1,960 times correctly.

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Dear ‘‘Spirit’’—The above synopsis ought to have been sent last week, | 


putas the fortnight which has just elapsed is the very busiest and gayest 
time of the year with us, I was unable to get it off. Before going into 
further particulars of our meeting, let me return thanks to ‘‘Acorn’’ for 
the very handsome complimen t paid me in his letter of July 30. It is 
hardly necessary to add that I sincerely participate in his regret at our 
not having yet had an opportunity of meeting, and in his hopeful anti- 
cipation on some future occasion. In one of his guesses, however, he is 
rather out. ‘‘Loves a dog.’’ I cannot say precisely that I do very 
much. Dogs J rather regard with a kind of respect, not altogether un- 
mingled with apprehension, never being quite free from a lurking fear 
that little dogs may bite me, and big ones jump up against me and 
knock me down. The dogs know this, too, and they take as unkindly to 


me as children do kindly. There’s an animal I like, if you please — 
children. Also 1 confess toa small weakness for squirrels. Were la 
sportsman, 1 should doubtless appreciate the sportsman’s companion ; 
but [am not—more’s the pity ina country like this, where you may 
shoot (and have plenty to shoot at, too,) for ten months out of the twelve, 
counting the roebuck season. 

Another thing while I think of it. The natives have discovered a new 
aboriginal artist, Jutz by name, only 23 years old. He was color-grind- 
er to one Knipp, a rather clever painter of animals, who came to grief 
and was drowned, or drowned himself, not long ago. The apprentice 
has taken, and more than taken his master’s place; some of his ducks 
are not unworthy of Houdekeeter. Just take a note of his name, Jutz, 
(pronounced Yootz), and see if you don’t hear more of him by and by. 

The almost constant rain of the season at one time threatened to prevent 
the races, bth flat and steeple. On Saturday (the Ist inst.) the Iffezheim 
Course was positively under water, and only got in readiness for Monday 
by much extra labor and draining. For the opening day the clerk of 
the weather was good enough to cork up the bottles ot heaven, and 
though the threatening clouds obscured the morning, nota drop fell. 
But the recent wet weather, besides rendering the course impossible for 
light horses and heavy weights, had made the road from Oos to Iffezheim 
—that is to say, half the distance—extremely heavy, so that the car- 
riages mude anything but good time on it. 1 drove in a wagon from my 
house to the stand, just six miles, in forty minutes, passing everything 
on the road at that, four horse teams and all. So much for our light 
traps, even with a second-rate English horse. There were vehicles 
enough, however, if they did not go very fast. Idon’t know whether 
itis the establishment of these, or the advent of Prince Menchikoff, 
that has given a start to the carriage interest, but you certainly now see 
twenty where you used to see one. The Grand Ducal family was absent, 
but the Priucess of Prussia made her appearance in state, with her well- 
known four blacks and two outriders to match. Prince Menchikoff 
drove his white French horses four-in-hand, and his Princess came with the 
four greys in a sociable, a da Daumont. Prince Gagarin had his four-horse 
break, und possibly some other vehicles Meyer Stametz, the wealthy 
Viennese banker, drove his four Hungarians in a pheton ; but these nags 
were Chiefly remarkable for their number ; they neither shone in beauty 
or speed. The great quality of the Hungarians is said to be (I never saw 
it tested) that they can go every day und all day. Several French swells 
had brought their phetons, and not a few of the diplomatic body their 
caleches and Victorias. Finally your correspondent, besides the wagon 
aforesaid and Young America’s pony chaise, had put four post horses to 
his caleche, not having owned a carriage-horse for the last year (geatle 
hint to the numerous readers and admirers of ‘‘Carl Benson,’’ if they 
ever feel inclined to get up a pair by subscription ) Nor was ours the 
only carriage that had to depend on the screws of the Post House ; 
every horse belonging to that establishment had been secured weeks in 

anticipation, and all the red and yellow postillions had been arrayed in 
new liveries and bouquets for the occasion. 

And the trotters? Well, there wasn't one there, for Count D’Os- 
mond’s French unicorns, though they mike much noise with their bells 
and seem to be devouring the ground, are a long way short of being 
flyers. The fact is, trotters are too precious in the eyes of their owners 
here to be exposed in a crowd, or in doubtful weather, Prince Menchi- 
koff and Banker Meyer only turn out in the Lichtenthal Avenue under a 
clear sky. The Prince has got his horses on their legs again, ho.v ever — 
more than I ever thought he would do; one morning of the race week I 
had put my old mare into a sulky, to try if she could be patched up 
enough to drive once to Lfezheim (poor Fanny! it broke her heart to 
find she couldn’t go any more, and she died seven days after,) and just 
as I had gained the bottom of our hill, Mountain Boy came tearing by in 
a150ib. wagon. Didn’t he go! It was the first time I had ever seen 
that horse extend himself, and only a week before neither I nor his own- 
ercould make him go a hundred yards decently, but afew judicious 
sweats had effected a vast difference. Lady Columbia on the same week 
beat the railroad from Oos to Baden (about two miles), the very same 
thing that Fanny had done in ’52. I tried to get up a small match be- 
tween the Lady and Mr. Meyers’ little mare Cecilia, the nags to be driven 
by their former owners, but the Prince would not trust Lieutenant Li- 
vingston, or any other whip he coull find here, to drive against me. 
Let a prophet go out of his own country tofind honor! The only time 
lever sat alongside of Hiram Woodruff he evidently took me for a 
muff, so 1 thought it best to humor the joke, and when it was time to 
turn the wagon, turned it just short enough to not quite upset it, and 
gave the old gentleman the least bit of a scare. It is no casy matter 
any way to vet up a match or a bet in Badea; the tables absorb all the 
spirit of speculation. Some money changed hands on the course, but 
not a great deal; the largest sum I knew any one person to lose on one 
race during the meeting was $1000. t 

The union of the Lagrange and Niviere stables was the great feature of 
the meeting, though not consummated here. but two days before at 
Strasburg, where it destroyed whatever little interest the Alsacion meet- 
ing might otheewise possibly have had. Itisa very odd proceeding, 
and threatens to smash the French Turf, unless all the little stables com- 
bine in their turn under some capable man like Paul Aumont, who bids 
fair to equal bis father in pluck and luck. 

The principal event of the first day was the utter cut-up of the Ger 
man horses in the Continental St. Leger. Atalanta tried to force the 
pace from the start, but could not get in front fora moment. Before 
half a mile she was the last horse, and before a mile already distanced. I 
never saw a greater contrast than that between her two-year-old and 
three-year-old form. One of the other Teutonic steeds bioke down, an d 
the third was nowhere. 

Tuesday being an ‘‘off’’ day and no races, the evening was devoted to 
a new comedy by Augustine Brohan and de Pene. ‘Three acts, fourteen 
or fifteen characters, und—that’s all. The plot is the merest trifle. A 
French family in the country ; come to visit them an Englishman and 
his daughter; the master of the house having notbing to do falls in love 
(like a real Frenchman) with the young stranger, who is of an etherial 
turn and despises grub; so to win her affections the host pretends to eat 
nothing, and feeds himself only in his bed-room. The wife is up to the 
dodge, and cuts off the secret supplies ; he is then inveigled into a sup- 
per, and his inamorata cured by fisding him full of meat and drink. 
‘There you have the amount of the three acts. Augustine Brohan is said 
to be one of the cleverest women in the world for talk; other great 
conversationalists have failed in writing; she certainly has; her pieces 
are wofully drawn out; great abundance of language, and paucity of 
ideas. As to De Pene, it was hardly within the limits of possibility that 
& man who wrote such newspaper articles should weite anything respec- 

bly. . 

The steeple-chase on Wednesday attracted an immense crowd—im- 
mense for Baden—not only because it was the first exhibition of the kind 
here, but because it was only half the distance of the flat races from the 
town, and moreover accessible by railroad. Tle course was a very com- 
plicated one, the jumps only eight or nine, but most of the high ones 
were taken twice and some three times. these were very moderate, and 
the water jumps, though stiffer (requiring a horse to clear from 14 to 16 
feet, if fairly taken,) were not extremely formidable : the chief difficulty 
lay inthe nature of the ground, which was 80 heavy and boggy in parts 
that there was danger of the horses literally sticking fast. Three only 
of the entries—Faverolles, Young Magnet, and The Colonel—failed to 
appear. Hermit, Harry, and Topsy, were all freely backed by the Eng- 
lish ; the Germans put their faith in Jane Eyre and Betsy Baker ; and 
the French were sweet on Cosmopolite, on account of his speed. He 
was a leading favorite for the Chantilly Derby two years ago, till an ac- 
cident put him out of training, and no horse on the ground could com- 
pare with him for foot, but there was some uncertainty about his temper 
Which prevented his being a general favorite with the public; it was 


| thought that should he once refuse, the Duke de Caderousse, who is a 


plucky rider, but not a strong man, would hardly be able to force him 
rhe stand was badly placed, and much too low, so that scarcely anything 
but the second hedge and ditch jump could be seen from it. A very 
good start was effected, all getting well off but Harry, who (from design 
or accident) lost thirty yards, and was pulled up after passing the third 
fence. It was at first supposed the horse had fallen lame, but he trotted 
across the field quite freely, and his owner declared that he wished to 
keep him for bis match with Cosmopolite on Friday ; how far this was 
fair to the publicis a question. Meanwhile Galen went on with tie | 
lead. Baron Breidback had helped to choose the ground, and being blam- , 
ed for his selection, declared he would show them the way, which he 
did at a good pace. Hermit was next till the first jump, whea his rider 
drew him back, aod Betsey Baker took second place. The walls and 
fences were surmounted without accident, though some of the horses 
hit them pretty bard, and the first hedge and water (on the Sandback), 
which appeared to be the nastiest jump of the whole, was also accom- 
plished by all in safety. Hermit was the only one who took the first 
river jamp perfectly, but the others got over somebow, except Brutus, 
who tell badly and was no further proceeded with. After this the 
ground was so thick that it fairly brought them toa trot fora while. 
The second river jump was a second edition of the first, and they then 
recrossed the fences and earth walls, after which they had to get down 
a bank, and then came the second hedge and water jump over an arm 
of the Sandback, just in front of the stand. Toese two, though nasty 
looking places, were not really difficult. Galen still led. Hermit, though 
the safest, was by no means the fastest jumper, and one of the very 
slowest runners, so that he had gone back nearly to the extreme rear. 
In the last round Galen gave way, and Repeal, who had threatened to 
take the lead for a moment, also caved in. Betsey Baker here took up 
the running, witb Topsy (who ran very steadily) second, Jane Eyre aud 
Cosmopolite next. Just before the last turn, Cosmopolite, who bad 
been pulling double all the way, was let loose, and immediately ran 
through his horses, bat ou arriving at the tura cut off the inside cor- 
ner. Retsey Baker, waking the contrary mistake, went beyond the out- 
ec post and put herself out of the race at once. Capt. Haworth profit 
ing by the errors of his antagonists, brought ‘Topsy properly round be- 
tweeu the posts, and chasing Cosmopolite home, arrived three lengths 
tebind him ; about as far behind Topsy came Jane Eyre. Galen, who 
was next in order round the turn, pulled up, and so did the rest, except 
Hermit, who went on to the end, making a bad fourth. And now com- 
menced a fearful hubbub, English, German, and French, each in his own 
tongue, till you seemed to hear 

“Cerberus himself pronounce 

A leash of languages at once.’’ 


Toe ‘‘gallant Captain’’ slanged the Duke and tne French nation gene. 
rally, the French slanged the Germans for taking the Captain's side. 
Caderousse acted on the precedent of the Irish prisoner, ‘‘guilty or not 
guilty, that’s what you have to find out,’’ and said nothing. The facts 
of the case, however, were clear; the outlying judges (of whom several 
bad been stationed) were uranimous in declaring that Cosmopolite had 
passed on the wrong side of the post, so Topsy was declared the winner, 
with Jane Eyre second, and Hermit (who would have been sixt!: horse 
had they all ran through properly) obtained a place as third. 

On Thursday it rained, and this, together with the reaction from the 
previous day’s excitement, caused the Iffezheim Course to present a me- 
lancholy spectacle of emptiness. ‘The Germans had a little consolation 
to begin with in receiving forfeits from Barou, whom his owner. Baron 
on had matched last year to run Atalanta a mile for $1000 a side, 
if. ft. 

Atalanta was just fit to run for an old hat, but Baron waso’t even fit 
to run for that. In fact, be had broken down completely, and was 
obliged to pay forfeit in all his engagements. They followed this up

The native Indian pony was preferred for the plains, 
but at this end they use mostly the American. The 
saddle-bag is made to cover the entire saddle, with 
four compartments for letters. ‘This mail for the 


Denver City, Sait Lake, and other postal places, is | 
separate | 


each enclosed in oil-silk, and placed in its 
pouch. The average distance of each rider is twenty- 
five to thirty miles. On reaching the chaaging post a 
pony stands reacy saddled, the bags are thrown over, 
and in one half minute he is off. The allowed travel 
is ten miles an hour, but they often make twelve and 
fourteen. So regular are they in their connections 
that seldom are they a half hour out in arriving at St. 
Joe, the entire journey being some four thousand 
miles. The Company have been remarkably fortunate 
with ponies and riders since its commencement, bav- 
ing lost but two mails, and those by the Indians. In 
fact, it has now become a fixed institution, some of 
the riders informing me they had no more to fear 
from the Indians when crossing the plains, than from 
street rowdies ip St. Louis. 

The Pattee Houee, which I have before spoken of, 
I was shown over, and inelegance of furniture and 

comfort it will vie with any ofour modern New York 
hotels. It is built of brick, six stories high, and has 
accommodation for six hundred guests. Handsome 
Brussels carpets adorn the floors, rose wood and mar- 
ble-top furniture in the rooms, the same recherche style 
extending from the lower to the upperstories. The 
houee is lighted with gas throughout, manufactured 
on the premises, and the whole uader the manage- 
ment of Mr. W. J. Miner, a gentleman who under- 
stands well his business as a popular caterer for the 
travelling public. 

Duriog wy last night in St. Joe, Gov. Seward ar- 
rived, with Gen. Nye and others, and were welcomed 
by a large crowd, but I think the interest was more in 
the men than their political creed. 

Among the fine buildings lately erected is Corby’s 
block, extending the entire length of Market Square. 
It is of brick, four stories high, and ef imposing ap- 
pearance. The lower part is occupied as stores, over 
which are offices, the upper part being a large hall for 
concerts, parties, etc. This Corby came to St. Joe a 
few years tiace a wretchedly poor man, and is now 
counted a millionare. 

I was indebted, as was also several others, to Mr. 
Saunders, of the Saunders House, a cozy, genteel fa- 
mily hotel, fora fresh oyster supper before leaving. 
A fresh arrival of these cherished bivalves having come 
to hand, Mr. Saunders invited a few friends to par- 
take. So far away from their nativity the relish was 
ten times more than on the seacoast, but they were 
not all, as we were regaled on young wild turkey, 
brought in the same day, and came smoking from the 
kitchen. I must say of these Western people, they 
know how to live well. 

My visit to St. Joe will long be remembered, not 
only from the hospitality of its citizens, but from in- 
formation gained that will hereafter be of yalue as fu- 
ture guidance. 

Leaving St. Joe, I passed over the St. Joe and Han- 
nibal R. R., stopping at Palmyra, a distance of 206 
miles. For the most way we were carried through far 
Stretching prairies, an occasional stopping where there 

were few settlements only breaking the monotony. 
Cattle all appeared in fine condition, and I saw but 
little appearance of lands having suffered from 
drought. I expected to have reached Palmyra in time 


for the Agricultural Fair, but was just a day too late,
